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Many persona hire altomptcd lo 
cultivate the Cl rape in Maine. Some 
have succeeded tolerably well in high 
ly-favared locations, bnt it may be re¬ 
garded as a settled fact, that the old 
rarielicSjthe Isabella and White Sweet 
Water cannot succeed well in this cli¬ 
mate so ns to mate it an object to 
propagate them. In a cold graporv 
they will do well, Horticulturists were 
years ago aware of this, and sought 
to introduce a variety that would ri¬ 
per earlier. The Clinton was ii.tro- 
duced as hardy and carlv, but it is a 
soar grape, and unpalatable. It is 
not worth cultivating. The same mav 
be said of the Strawberry Grape. 

Luckily, within a few years, several 
Seedling Grapes have been introduced 
which promise to afford a great change 
in its culture. Among the first, ia 
the Concord. This is a healthy plant, i 
a vigorous grower, and a grrat bearer, 
rcsemhling in its general aspects, tl e 
Isabella, but is about ton days earlier, 
which is of great importance in tliie 
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of it. it may ripen pretty well in most 
parts of Maine nearly every year, and 
may find a place in every garJ.n. 

The Rebecca Crapo is a seedling 
from the Sweet Water, and rescmblcj 
it in gr-.wth and appearance. It is 
said to be hardy and a very nice graje, 
quite equal to tho ("reign varietU.-, 
and will ripen well in Maine. The 
only objection we lave beard against 
it, is its tendency, like the Sweet Wa¬ 
ter. to mildew 

The Delaware is loudly pr.-i.-vd by 
cultivators in the MIJJlo Slat. - al*u. 
the Hartford Prolific. Tln-se Lave 
Lut lately been introduced, and prom j 
Lo Well. 

The Diana is a Grape that has been 
cultivated in Maine to a CPoa.Jorablc 
extent, and promises well. 

The. Northern Muscadine. No 
Grape that wc Lave seen ripen in 
Maiuc, promises so well as this. It 
Li a g-iod grower, productive and pal¬ 
atable. Wc have been xr.cst happily 
disappointed in the appearance of this 
grape. It ripens very well, and we 
doubt not will soon find its way into j 
every extensive garden in the £tate. 

As it regards the mode of cultiva¬ 
tion, the most that is ucccesary is to 
dig a large Lule. fill the bottom with 
turfs, muck. offal,boDcs, coo l s-jil,aud 
well decomposed manure, and no fears 
need be had. Be careful and set the 
vine so that it will lie down naturally 
when you wish to cover it in autumn. 
Get some one,for tbc first time, to tell 
you bow to trim it that knows bow, 
aud you will Lave but little trouble 
afterwards. 

If you already have an Isabella or 
a Sweet Water, pick them off before 
the frost comes.for pickles. They are 
as easily raised for that purpose as 
cucumbers. 

Experimenters are making trial of 
a large number of seedlings, some of I 
which will prove worthless, while j 
others, equally valuable to any of tlo 
foregoing, may yet come into public 
favor. N. T. T. 
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I Roots foc Swine. —In regard to 
Mangold Wurtzel, is it a good food 
for swine ? Should it be fed to them 
, alone or mixed with grain, and when 
should it be planted ? If cooked and 
' mixed with a portion, of meal, it is 
good for feeding swine—uncooked it 
it is not It is excellent for milch 
cows (fed moderately on the start,and 
gradually increuing),and will increase 
i their milk enough to help the pigs, if 
can get the sour surplus.
